Electronic Church: 
The quiet revolution

The ‘‘electronic church’’ usually conjures up the image 
of a television evangelist in a white suit with a Bible in one 
hand and a miracle cure in the other.

structure and organization, he is partial to an ill-defined 
and far-flung ‘‘church”’ linked only by cathode ray tube, 
where communion and kiss of peace are physical 
impossibilities. 


_ BUT FOR Roman Catholics in the United States, the 
Church is fast becoming ‘‘electronic’’ in an entirely 
different way. Christologies of incarnation and sacrament 
and ecclesiologies of hierarchy and Mystical Body of 
Christ preclude a collection of artificial and unrelated 
communities who can assemble only when everyone is 
tuned to the same television channel. 

But a quiet revolution is taking place just the same in 
parish and diocesan administration, finance and 
information management. In the process, the Church is 
fast becoming at all levels a sophisticated user of computer 
technology at a rate on a par with that of industry, 
government and other large institutions. 

This is true in the Diocese of San Diego, where 
computers and computer training are becoming standard

Archbishop Edmund C. Szoka of Detroit to resign 
because she had not opposed government funding of 
abortion, handled by her department. Archbishop Szoka 
said he had ‘‘waited patiently’’ since her appointment in 
December for her to ‘‘declare her active opposition to 
Medicaid payments for abortion’’ but that she had offered 
no such declaration even after two meetings with him.

‘SINNED’ — Saying that ‘‘we have 
sinned,’’ Guatemalan President Efrain 
Rios Montt last Sunday announced an 
amnesty for guerrillas and promised to 
ease the state of siege in the Central 
American country. His remarks came six 
days after Pope John Paul II sharply 
criticized -both guerrilla violence and 
government repression during his March 
7 visit to Guatemala. ‘‘We know and 
understand that we have sinned, that we 
have abused power, and we want to 
reconcile ourselves with the people,’’ said 
Rios Montt. 


REBUKED — Pope John Paul Il 
closed his eight-nation tour of Central 
America and Haiti in Port-au-Prince by 
rebuking the regime of Haitian President- 
for-life Jean Claude Duvalier and telling 
the Latin American bishops to begin a 
program of ‘‘new- evangelization’’ 
throughout the continent.

Jesuit Father 
Pasquale Borgomeo charged March 6 that 
Sandinista technicians had manipulated 
microphones so their political slogans 
were frequently louder than the pope’s 
voice. He based his accusations, he said, 
on a ‘“‘precise report’’ from Managua. 
On March 5 Vatican Radio reported the 
pope had shown ‘‘spiritual discomfort’’ 
because of the shouting, ‘‘above all 
because of the profanation of the holy 
Mass.”’ 

CLOSED Israeli military 
authorities ordered the indefinite closure 
of Bethlehem - University, a WVatican- 
sponsored institution on Israel’s West 
Bank, after student protests during a visit 
to Bethlehem by former President Jimmy 
Carter. ‘“The students were protesting 
the Camp David accords,’’ Christian 
Brother Thomas Scanlan, vice chancellor, 
said of the agreements which Israel and 
Egypt reached at Carter’s initiative. 
Students objected to their school 
administration’s unwillingness to join the 
protest, and military officials criticized 
the administration for condoning the 
demonstration.

As long as the border between 
Northern Ireland and the Republic of 
Ireland exists ‘‘it will unfortunately 
continue to be a potential cause of 
conflict,’’ said New York’s Cardinal 
Terrence Cooke late last month. 


His statement came in the wake of a 
controversy that has embroiled the New 
York archdiocese over the naming of 
81-year-old Michael Flannery, an avowed 
supporter of the Irish Republican Army, 
as grand marshal of the city’s St. Patrick’s 
Day parade, the nation’s oldest and 
largest. 


THE CARDINAL resisted pressure 
from the Irish government and _ the 
national airline, Aer Lingus, to boycott 
the traditional parade up Fifth Avenue, 
and instead issued a stinging statement 
condemning violence by both sides in 
Northern Ireland. He also condemned 
Great Britain’s role in the North, which, 
he said, is the underlying cause of eight 
centuries of oppression, injustice and the 
denial of human rights and equal 
opportunity there. 


But that ‘‘potential cause of conflict’’ 
has also divided Irish-Americans 
throughout this country, and San Diego is 
no exception. A split in the ranks of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians here has

One Irish family’s legacy: 3 priests to U.S. 


By Sue Nowak 


RANCHO BERNARDO — One day 
in Ireland 20 priests who were visiting 
home happened to meet in the same hotel. 
Of those, 11 of them came from three 
families. Three of them were 
O’Duignans, two of whom live here in 
semi-retirement. 


Msgrs. Francis ‘‘Frank’’ and Denis 
O’Duignan told that story to illustrate 
how their family, which spawned four 
vocations, is not unusual by Irish 
standards. The small (about a 10-mile 
radius) rural area they come from had at 
one time 300 seminarians studying to be 
foreign missionaries. 


‘“WHEN WE got the idea of becoming 
priests, it was a matter of bringing the 
faith to other people who didn’t have it,”’ 
Msgr. Denis said, explaining what the 
priesthood meant to him as a young man. 
‘‘The motto of the Irish monks was ‘not 
to ourselves, but to others,’ and 
Archbishop (Fulton J.) Sheen said ‘the 
way to keep the faith is to give it to others’ 


and that is true of Ireland,’’ Msgr. Denis 


said. 


The O’ Duignan family certainly did its 
part. The clan of eight boys and four girls 
included Father Michael, a San Diego 
diocesan priest who died in 1969 at age 
60, Mercy Sister Aloysius, who at age 77 
lives in London, and two other boys who 
were seminarians but ultimately chose 


other vocations. 


Msgr. Frank, who is 81, was ordained 
in Ireland’s oldest seminary, St. Patrick’s 
in Carrow in 1927 and moved to 
Missouri. ‘‘I was already adopted by the 
Diocese of St Joseph (in Kansas City, 
Mo.),’’ Msgr. Frank said. He chose the 
Missouri diocese because its bishop, 
Francis Gilfillan, was born and reared in 
the O’ Duignan’s neighborhood. 


HE AND Bishop Gilfillan (uncle of 
Msgr. James Gilfillan, pastor of Mary 
Star of the Sea parish in La Jolla) grew up 
in County Longford ‘‘in-the heart of 
Ireland.”’ 


Msgr. Frank fell ill in Missouri, so for a 
few years he lived in Denver; he regained 
his strength and worked as a priest in an 
area that was ‘‘exploding”’ in population 
and needed all the clerics it could get. 


Msgr. Denis joined his brother and 
finished his last two years of study in St. 
Thomas Seminary, Denver. 


THE O’DUIGNAN brothers were 
back in Missouri by 1933. (Their brother 
Michael was ordained in 1937 for the San 
Diego diocese.) 

Msgr. Denis served in just three jobs in 
his 48 years as a priest, most of it with 
Catholic Charities. He worked with 
Father Charles F. Buddy, who would 
later become the bishop of San Diego. 


Msgr. Frank began as an associate, and 


Spanish-speaking being trained in NFP 


OCEANSIDE — Natural family 
planning may catch on with the diocese’s 
Spanish-speaking population if a new 
program leads to an intended ‘‘deeper 
sense of trust and credibility.” 

Spanish-speaking couples are being 
trained to teach the sympto-thermal 
method of family planning to other 
Hispanic couples, Deacon Kenneth Finn 
said. He is director of the San Luis Rey 
Natural Family Planning Center where 
the Billings ovulation method is also 
taught. 


ELEVEN HISPANIC couples have 
been taught by Ines Rodrigo, a secretary- 
clerk for Catholic Community Services’ 
Department of Family Life. If they. pass 
tests and are certified, the couples will 
work for six months under the supervision 
of Mrs. Rodrigo. After that, they can 
teach on their own. 

Natural family planning requires a 
woman to become aware of when she is 
fertile — which is usually about one day a 


month, Deacon Finn said. During those 
fertile periods the couple should refrain 
from sexual contact. 


Abstinence does require commitment 
and cooperation, Deacon Finn said, ‘‘but 
love is a decision, not an instinct.”’ 


‘‘ABSTINENCE ACTUALLY 
develops appreciation of the other person. 
Natural family planning brings the 
woman back to a person. Contraception 
reduces a person to a thing,”’ he said. 


Natural birth control methods have 
been slow to catch on because ‘‘not 
enough people are selling it.’’ The ‘‘pill’’ 
and intra-uterine devices (IUDs) are 
trusted because they have track records, 
he said. - 


But the birth control pill and IUDs are 
contrary to the Church’s teaching on 
birth control. ‘‘Praise the Lord, natural 
family planning has the blessing of the 
Catholic Church,’’ he-said. Couples find 
that the methods are a welcome relief and 
“offer a positive alternative,’’ he said. 


Fathers Francis, Denis 
and Michael -O’ Duignan 
‘Back in the ’30’s’ 
in 1935 he became a parish pastor in St. 
Patrick, Mo. His first collection 
amounted to $1.72. He later built a shrine 
to St. Patrick there. 


AFTER MSGR. Frank was 
transferred to the cathedral parish of St. 
Joseph, at his bishop’s request he traveled 
to Ireland twice and persuaded 35 priests 
and two groups of Sisters to move to his 
Jefferson City diocese. 


Msgr. Frank and his brother came to

about the nature of AOH itself — Is it a 
Church group? Does being Irish also 
mean being a (practicing) Roman 
Catholic? — and indirectly involved 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, who has received 
requests for support from some present 
Hibernians who are looking to start a 
second division in the diocese. 


SPECIFICALLY, THE issue has 
come down to whether Irish-American 
support for groups such as NORAID is in 
fact support for violence and terrorism in 
Northern Ireland; the other issues in the 
local dispute would seem to be peripheral 
to the central question, more like a well- 
meaning family tragically divided. 

Complicating the matter is that both 
sides are equally convinced that their 
position is the correct one. To Msgr. 
O'Neill, at issue is the stampeding of the 
AOH into taking a stance of unqualified 
support for the Provisional Irish 
Republican Army by a dissident group 
whose loyalty to the Church is 
questionable. 


But to the ‘‘unofficial’’ Hibernians 
who have asked-the national organization 
for their own charter, their support of the 
Catholic cause in the North of Ireland is 
not only in good faith, but so is their own 
Catholicism. 


THE POSITION of the Church in 
this matter ‘‘is that of the bishops of 
Ireland,’’ said Father Richard F. 
Duncanson, secretary to Bishop Maher. 
The bishop, noted Father Duncanson, 
recently. sent a letter to Msgr. O’Neill 
containing a message from Bishop Cathal 
Daly of Down and Connor (Belfast); 
Bishop Daly rejected any and all forms of 
violence as a means to a solution in the 
North.

Legal vs. Moral 


For the past three weeks, we have. printed articles 
regarding Detroit Archbishop Edmund Szoka’s directive to 
Mercy Sister Agnes Mary Mansour that she could not 
continue to serve as a public official charged with 
responsibility for administering a state program that 
provides government funding for abortion. 


In spite of one of our own columnists’ position, the 
record of this newspaper stands for itself: we are pro-life 
and we therefore applaud the archbishop. 


We wonder how any Catholic — much less a member of 
a Religious community — could conscientiously 
administer such a program. 


Abortion is the direct taking of innocent human life. 


As Catholics, we have a responsibility not only to refuse 
to participate in abortion itself, but also to refuse to finance 
or to support government financing for abortion. 


To administer a program of payment of government 
funds for abortion is such close cooperation in an 
intrinsically evil act that we cannot understand how a 
Sister would.even contemplate accepting such a position. 


Her action was truly scandalous, as it continues to be, 
and the Archbishop of Detroit did what he had to do. 


The arguments used to justify support for or 
involvement in such programs of government funding for 
abortion seem faulty, at best. 


It is said that since abortion is legal, the poor ‘should 
have provided for them by the government what the rich 
can provide for themselves. 


We find at least two objections to this argument. 

First, the fact that most abortions are now tragically legal 
does not make them moral. As those who carried out Nazi 
extermination programs were not absolved from guilt 
because they ‘‘just obeyed orders,’’ those who perform 
abortions or pay for abortions are not free from guilt 
merely because abortion is not forbidden by the civil or 
criminal law of the moment. 


Second, the fact that the government provides a legal 
(not moral) right to seek certain services or procedures does 
not mean that government has to pay for such services or 
procedures. Every American has a right to buy a car; the 
fact that the rich can afford to buy cars does not mean that 
the government has a responsibility to purchase cars for the 
poor. 


The public in general, and Catholics in particular, do 
not need to be confused about the intrinsic evil of direct 
abortion by the muddle-headed actions of a Sister in 
Michigan. 

Abortion is — as the entire tradition of the Church 
teaches — a crime against humanity. 


No Catholic — let alone a Religious — can appear to 
condone such a crime by voting to provide funds for it or by 
administering programs that provide funds for it. 

Compromise with evil and close cooperation in evil are 
hardly the prophetic postures we should expect from those 
with positions of prominence in Christ’s Church.

‘Serious concern’ 


In your editorial ‘‘Gandhi and Jesus,”’ 
you make a statement that causes those of 
us who work in Christian/Jewish relations 
to wince with pain. In paragraph six you 
say: ‘‘Much like Jesus, he was murdered 
by some of his own people and co- 
religionists who feared not only the man 
but the effects of his teaching — peace, 
brotherhood, love.’’ Such statements 
have been used to fan the fires of anti- 
semitism for centuries. I assume that 
what we read this week is the result of a 
poor choice of words with no malice 
intended. However, such statements do 
nothing but damage the present efforts to 
build better relations among Christians 
and Jews, and could, inadvertently, lend 
unintended but nevertheless real support 
to the sinful mindset which perceives all 
Jews as ‘‘Christ killers.’? Your statement 
is wrong for what it implies, albeit 
unintentionally, and dangerous for the 
attitudes it could instill. 


My second concern is with the letter 
from Eugene Michael Cianflone. 


Mr. Cianflone may have moved here 
from New York ‘‘about five months ago’’ 
but I am a native San Diegan and have 
been the associate pastor of St. Mary 
Magdalene’s Parish for almost three 
years. I am grateful to be associated with 
this parish because of the wonderful, 
supportive, Catholic people with whom I 
have the privilege to work. They are loyal 
to the Church and dedicated to the service 
of Christ and His people. Furthermore, 
they are, almost unanimously, overjoyed 
in having Dr. Ray Ryland serve them as a 
priest. 


Celibacy is a discipline in the Roman 
Catholic Chuch that was not mandatory 
until around 1000 A.D. True, it is a gift. 
But the ministry, love of Christ for the 
people and dedication to the gospel are no 
more evident in myself or the other priests 
in our rectory than they are in Ray 
Ryland. Furthermore, the ordination 
ceremony was a dignified, beautiful 
statement of the life of the Holy Spirit in 
our midst. By printing the letter you did, 
from one disgruntled individual, you 
embarrassed the parish, maligned a 
beautiful, moving ordination and, in my 
opinion, offended one of the best men I 
have ever met, the Reverend Ray 
Ryland. Where is your Christian, 
editorial sensitivity? Although I don’t 
quite understand Mr. Cianflone’s point 
of view, I don’t at all understand your 
printing his letter. I don’t know for whom 
I feel the greater sorrow: A_ well- 
intentioned Catholic who can’t seem to 
accept change in the Church, or The 
Southern Cross for printing 
untenable material. 

After all we’ve said about The Southern 
Cross being a tool for evangelization and 
education, I just don’t believe it.

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Thirty minutes early... 


ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II arrived back in Rome 30 
minutes early after his historic 18,000-mile journey to eight 
nations of Central America and the Caribbean. 


The pope’s trip, the 17th foreign missionary journey of his 
four-year pontificate, began March 2 and ended at Rome’s 
Ciampino military airport at 3:15 p.m. (6:15 a.m. PST) on 
March 10. 


As the pope deplaned from the Alitalia DC-10, which also had 
carried a small staff of papal advisers and 50 journalists, he 
looked surprisingly fit and spry after the nine-hour flight from 
Haiti. 

On hand to greet the pope at the airport were Cardinal Jozef 
Glemp of Gniezno and Warsaw and Cardinal Franciszek 
Macharski of Cracow. 


Pope John Paul was driven by car not to the Vatican but to the 
papal summer residence at Castelgandolfo, 15 miles south of 
Rome, where he was scheduled to remain for three days of rest. 

He was slated to return to Rome on Sunday, March 13, for his 
usual noontime Angelus message from his apartment window 
overlooking St. Peter’s Square. 


Planned for that occasion was a special welcome by Catholics 
of Rome. In issuing the invitation on March 9 Cardinal Ugo 
Poletti, the pope’s vicar for the Diocese of Rome, suggested that 
such a welcome would help to erase the memory of heckling at 
the pope’s Mass in Managaua, Nicaragua, on March 4. 


In a reference to dangers Pope John Paul faced in visiting 
several strife-torn countries, Cardinal Poletti praised the pontiff 
for ‘‘not fearing still another time to offer his life for the love of 
Christ and his brothers and sisters.’’ He also lauded the ‘‘Gospel 
impetus of the denunciation of injustices in Central America’’ by 
the pope. 

Cardinal Poletti called for prayers in all of Rome’s Catholic 
churches on March 12 ‘‘for the people of Nicaragua who could 
not express their full participation in the sacred celebration’’ of 
March 4.

‘Channels to Christ’ 


Today existentialism pervades our thinking much as relativity 
pervades physics. Existential thinking is thinking that is 
committed. It decries spectator knowledge, and insists, although 
not exclusively, on sensitivity, resonance and connaturality. This 
is the ‘‘knowing’’ of a wood-carver who has a feel for wood, or of 
the disciples of Emmaus reflecting: ‘‘Did not our hearts glow as 
He spoke to us on the way.’’ In responding to our Christian 
vocation to be ambassadors for Christ we must proclaim His 
Good News, not with academic aloofness, but as individuals who 
have a vibrant relationship with Christ as person to Person, with 
all the mystery, the dread, and the humility, the trust, the joy 
that such a relationship entails. 


What one expects from persons who proclaim the Good News 
is credibility. One looks for signs of an encounter with Christ and 
of the transforming power of a living faith. As believers we are 
called to be beautiful people. We are both existential and 
experiential. We manifest Christ by the infection of personal 
enthusiasm. We are not trying to sell anything, but to share our 
Christian experience. Christian living incarnates Christian truth. 


One recalls the world-wide expectancy that greeted the 


opening of the Second Vatican Council. Even the secular press 
caught the excitement. The Spirit was moving in the Church 


again. Vatican II crystalized the aspirations of the times. 


The documents of the Council have already become the 
substance of theological formation. Our hope is with the younger 
generations. The young are not troubled with nostalgia; they 
seek authenticity. In general, they strive for honesty, openness, 
and mutuality in personal relationships. Exaggerations apart, the 
thrust of their aspirations is in the right direction. The right 
meaning has become the criterion: concern, care, solidarity, the 
cultivation of feeling, the refinement of taste, the enriching of self 


and others. It seems to be a groundswell which shows how much 


existentialism colors our perspective. Our vocation as parents 
and teachers is to channel to Christ this reaching-out for 
fulfillment.

There is something about celebrating St. Patrick’s Day 
in the middle of Lent that is peculiarly Catholic. It is hard 
to imagine the Muslims or Jews or our Pilgrim Fathers 
breaking off a time of fasting and purification for one day 
of riotous celebration as we of the English-speaking world 
do for St. Patrick. 


March 17, Lent or no Lent, is a day for fasting and 
dancing and laughter — Irish laughter, Irish songs, Irish 
tales, and the expansive welcoming hospitality and 
friendship of the Irish — parades and hundreds of bogus 
claims to Irish nationality. It says something about the 
ingratiating charm of those engaging Celts that their 
patron enjoys such exceptional consideration from vast

NOW I HAVE nothing against St. Patrick — my 
Dublin-born grandmother would come back to haunt me 
if I dared — but in deference to my Scottish grandfather, 
what is wrong with St. Andrew? Would we interrupt Lent 
for him? I doubt it. As for St. David of Wales — do we 
even remember when his feast falls? I will gloss over St. 
George of Merrie England since he was not exactly 
popular with my nationalistic ancestors to whom I am 
bound in loyalty beyond death. 


“There are other saint’s days that fall in the six weeks of 
Lent but they pass as silently as wraiths. There is 
Polycarp, for instance, a disciple of St. John the 
Evangelist, who when chained to the stake for refusing to

deny the faith, was licked by flames which did not burn, 
so that his executioners ‘‘had to stab him on the pyre.”’ 
Surely this doughty bishop should be a powerful 


inspiration for mortification at this time? 


There is St. Joseph, the husband of Mary, who 
emerges from obscurity each year to our faint 
astonishment on March 19, barely escaping the shadow of 
St. Pat. His patient image, carrying a lily or hammer, 
stands across from that of his wife in almost every church, 
but how often do we remember the quiet, just man? If 
ever the masculine masses of the world awakened to their 
need for liberation, St. Joseph would be an ideal. patron! 


THERE ARE John of the Cross and John of God, 
spiritual giants of the 17th and 15th centuries, and 
Frances of Rome, who left a record of 97 Visions with 
many references to the pains of Hell. Peter Damian, a 
bishop who suffered from insomnia\iand headaches — 
perhaps predictably — joins Matthias (who replaced 
Judas in the Twelve) and Perpetua and Felicitas of fond 
litany memories and no less a person than Prince Casimir 
who refused to marry even after doctors assured him that 
would be the only cure for his unspecified illness and died 
at 23 years of age. 


I can understand why we do not make more fuss of 
Turibius de Mogrovejo or Eulogius, Euphrasia, 
Quirinus, Venturino, Lupicinus or even Blessed Romeo, 
but what about St. Benedict who died standing up or St. 
Joachim who was Mary’s father, or John Capistran? It is 


a formidable list of sanctity to be ousted. Incidentally it is 
interesting to note that the compilers of the calendar had 
the foresight to set the feast of Herman Joseph after 
Easter! 


No, it cannot be that St. Patrick enjoys his special 
status solely because of superior sanctity. After all, a saint 
is a saint and haloes are great levelers. Besides, how many 
people know much more about the great saint than that he 
was a bishop who drove all the snakes out of Ireland? For 
the crowds whose links with Ireland are tenuous at best, 
the symbols of St. Patrick’s Day are more likely to be 
shamrocks and green beer (Herman Joseph?), Irish coffee 
and shillelagh, and the wearin’ o’ the green, rather than 
the crozier and the cross. 


IT IS THE character of the Irish that makes St. 
Patrick’s feast a day to be so well remembered. It has 
become so extraordinarily popular among people who 
have never seen the Emerald Isle and must surely speak of 
the need for more humor and fun in our anxiety-driven 
lives and the longing for the gentle, wild, romantic world 
of Celtic legend and song. 


And perhaps, after all, it is not out of place to take the 
time during Lent to step back into our dreams and see 
how far we have come from them — or how near — and 
let the barriers between us fall away and reach for a new 
brotherhood. Perhaps it will remind us that, for 
Christians, life should be a joyful thing fraught with love 
and laughter. Happy St. Patrick’s Day to you all! 


Catholic press: read it, support it 


It is extremely difficult for a Catholic paper to survive 
in today’s world. This can be attributed, in part, to the 
much more intense competition for people’s time, in part 
to the fact that Catholic news now receives considerable 
coverage in the secular media, and in part, to the massive 
increase in the cost of running a newspaper. 


THERE WAS a time when the majority of Catholics 
were in agreement about what they expected from their 
Catholic paper. Today, with the legitimate plurality of 
attitudes within the Church, there are almost as many 
recipes for a good Catholic newspaper as there are 
potential readers. 


Demands range from the presentation of a forum for 
public debate, to the coverage of events within the local 
church, to a conspectus of developments throughout the 
Church universal. 


Some would have the Catholic paper be the official 
mouthpiece of the bishop; others would wish it to serve as 
a catalyst in the diocese. No paper can meet all these 
needs — indeed, it can hope to focus on one or two of 
them only, or opt for a limited ‘‘package.”’ 


OF COURSE, every critic knows exactly what is 
wrong with the paper, and has the key to its instant 
success. He or she just cannot understand the obtuseness 
of the editor and his or her insensitivity to people’s 
expectations. It matters little that the paper has conducted 
more than one professional — and very expensive — 
survey to find out what the Catholic reading public are 
looking for. 

But the Catholic paper’s problem is much more 
complex than the simple fragmentation of client demand. 


Catholics have a wholly unique attitude to their oe 
paper. There is nothing else quite like it on the face of the 
earth. 


They develop a mind-set about it at a very early stage. 
The mind-set is nearly always negative and never subject 
to review. And, of course, they don’t read the paper — 
and boast that they don’t read it. Nonetheless, they feel 
free to go on trenchantly criticizing it. 


IT IS this extraordinary attitude of Catholics to their 
newspaper that puts it at a distinct disadvantage in 
ordinary commerical terms. 

More than once I have heard Catholics soundly 
condemning their paper for not covering some particular 
issue when, in fact, the issue has been covered quite 
thoroughly. They have been surprised when this has been 
pointed out to them. 


Most Catholics, it would seem, expect their paper to 
confirm and reflect their own views all the way down the 
line. If they find something in its pages with which they 
disagree, they will more than likely cease buying the 
paper — which they consider much too expensive 


anyhow! 


THE SAME Catholics will find money no object in 


purchasing every Sunday two or three secular papers that 
they expect to disagree with at almost every page. 

Nearly every reader demands that his paper be in his 
own image and likeness, and no matter how carefully the 
paper chooses its words, the reader will likely still find 
there what he has preconditioned himself to find. Poor 
Catholic newspaper! 


FOR ALL that, the paper’s sternest critics will turn to 
it first and foremost when they have a pet project they 
want promoted, or a protest they want publicized. They 
will not so much ask the paper’s assistance as demand it. 


But what Catholics seem least to understand about 
their newspaper is that it costs money to produce and has 
to pay its way. Those who receive their paper for nothing 
(someone else pays!) are the first to see it as just another 
free service offered by the diocese. 

The financial imperative is that the paper has to serve 
the needs of the largest ‘‘fragment’’ among Catholic 
readers. This is made up in significant measure of very 
loyal and fairly conservative Catholics. 


MANY OF the older generation, traditional 
supporters of the diocesan paper, belong to this group. 
Time inevitably reduces the number. 

But the diocesan paper, somehow or other, cannot be 
allowed to fail. It is virtually the only medium of 
communication within the diocese. 


IT IS the only means by which a Catholic can address 
himself to his fellow Catholics. 


It is just about the only forum in which the individual 
Catholic can voice his concerns, his aspirations and his 
hopes. I am sure that the paper’s value would be fully 
appreciated when it was gone — but then it would be too 
late. 


So what’s to be done about it? How is the Catholic 
newspaper to be kept going? The solution is simple. Buy 
it, read it, support it. And get your friends to do the same. It 
is only thus that the paper can grow. and acquire the 
resources to become a better paper.

Once a year, the Catholic press 
traditionally takes the opportunity to toot 
its own horn — or at least call attention to 
itself for survival’s sake. 


Even Catholic newspapers — diocesan 


or otherwise — need paying customers. 


FOR MORE than two years now, 
Southern Cross has been undergoing 
many changes in every department, as an 
intensification of its ministry of the 
Catholic press in the Church of San 
Diego. 

Ministry? 

Yes, ministry. An informational and 
educational ministry that attempts (we 
hope, 
readers an accurate picture of the Church 
in the modern world, in all its diversity, is 
the fundamental aim of the paper. 


ITS SECONDARY goal might be 
described as formational, because it seeks 
to offer information, opinion, 
commentary and insights that will assist 
the faith community in its response to the 


call of the Good News of Jesus Christ. 


This year’s press month theme, ‘‘Good 
News for the People of God,’’ does not 
mean that all the news found in the 
Catholic press is ‘‘good.’’ Sometimes it’s 


‘*bad’’ news but hopefully it is reported in 
the spirit of God’s Good News as a means 
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for growth and understanding of what is 
happening in today’s Church. 


Bishop Norbert F. Gaughan, auxiliary 
bishop of Greensburg, Pa., honorary 
president of the Catholic Press 
Association and a weekly columnist in 
Southern Cross put it this way in a recent 
address: 


‘*THE TASK of the Catholic press is 
to report what happens because the Good 
News came into the world through 
Christ, and what possession of it means in 
our day to Christians, to the local 
churches, to the Church in the world. 


‘There are indeed some who want the 
Catholic press to automatically deny all 
wrongdoing, to conceal injustices even 
when it is claimed they are done for the 
good of the Church, not dwell upon 
projects which are misdirected, badly 
done or which might bring some 
unfavorable publicity upon the Church 
and its works.”’ 


“There are yet a few in the Catholic 
press who will report only the happy 
news,’’ the bishop asserted, ‘‘or treat 
some irrelevant or minor ‘Church doings 
as major; describe the comings and 
goings of the clergy as if these were signs 
of the Parousia — the coming of the 
Lord.”’ 


THE BISHOP specifically pointed out 
that it is the role of the Catholic press to 
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convey the lessons of Vatican II which 
indicate that ‘‘the conflict and tensions in 
the Church are not always unhealthy”’ 
and that the ‘‘debates of the last 20 years 
have helped the Church to understand the 
basic call of the council’’ which is to 
dialogue with each other and with the 
world. 


Bishop Gaughan said ‘‘Vatican II 
declares our interdependence, all 
members of the Church, all persons 
involved in its tasks, ministries and offices 
are for the building up in love of that 
Church. All are needed to do that task, 
and together, not singly.”’ 


SOUTHERN CROSS has a new 
format, provides a wider scope of 
columns, contains the monthly mag- 
azine Sunday and a professional staff 
in every department as part ot its 
endeavor to deliver the ‘‘Good News for 
the People of God’’ and to carry out its 
mandate to provide its readers with 
information about today’s Church and 
today’s world. 


Like our sister publications in the 
Catholic press, Southern Cross is in the 
never-ending process of striving for 
excellence, acceptance and support. 


But realistically speaking, no matter 
how well a diocesan newspaper responds

increasingly complex — its credibility and 
effectiveness are easily compromised by 
poor, even negative, images from the past 
or misapprehensions of the present. 


THERE ARE those in the Church 
today who will not even make an effort to 
determine whether or not the local 
Church press has something to say to 
them, something to offer them for their 
understanding and growth in the 
apostolate. to which all are called by 
Christ. 


An effective Catholic press, promoted 
and supported by pastors and parish 
leaders, can be instrumental in helping 
parishes develop programs in 
evangelization, renewal and stewardship.

op, Father Regin said. ‘‘He did an 
exceptional job of building long-lasting 
programs,”’ said the CCS director. 


GRAYKOSKI, WHO starts his new 
job April 4, said he is anxious to use his 
Imperial County model for parish-based 
social ministry in Stockton. Leaving his 
staff ‘‘continues to be the most painful 
situation,’’ he said. ‘‘I feel we have the 
best team in the entire state.”’

Salvadoran bishops, or whether it 
strengthens the extremists on both the

The archbishop complained about the 
‘consistently hostile public rhetoric’ 
towards Nicaragua’s Sandinista regime, 
which has ‘‘not been helpful to the 
moderate elements in Nicaraguan life’’ 
and has instead merely served as 
‘‘continuous provocation’’ for the

Diocese receives campus ministry grant 


CHICAGO — The Catholic Church 
Extension Society has approved a $12,000 
grant to the Diocese of San Diego to help 
campus ministry programs ‘‘keep the 
Faith alive’? among college students, said 
Very Rev. Edward J. Slattery. 


The grant monies requested by Bishop 
Leo Maher for the 1982-83 school year 
will help subsidize the operating costs of 
campus ministry outreach at San Diego 
State University and the University of 
California at San Diego. Altogether, the 
two campuses comprise nearly 44,000 
students. The Extension grant will ensure 
that these students have priests and 
Religious to provide the worship, 
counseling, fellowship, community 
involvement and religious education they 
need for growth in the Church. 


‘““THE NEWMAN Center serves as a 
place of solace and peace, a place of

authority to take further action rests with the provincial 
administrative team of the Sisters of Mercy province of 
Detroit,’ the nuns said. ‘‘As Sister Agnes Mary 
Mansour’s religious superiors, we have discussed this 
matter with her and have sought consultation from other 
sources. We have carefully weighed all the considerations 
and conclude there is not sufficient clarity at this time for 
us to judge that her resignation would be for the greater 
good.”’ 


The archdiocese had prepared an addendum before the 
Feb. 23 press conference discussing the issue of Catholic 
cooperation with abortion. Although it was not handed 
out at the press conference, it later came to light as 
controversy ensued. 

“Tt is morally wrong for anyone to give formal 
cooperation in procuring abortions. Traditional Catholic 
moral theology has always made a distinction beteen 
formal and material cooperation in an evil act,’’ the 
addendum said. ‘‘Formal cooperation consists in 
deliberately participating in the act itself or in willingly 
and approvingly providing assistance for the act to be

performed. Material cooperation consists in providing 
indirect or remote assistance for the act to be performed 
but with total rejection and disapproval of the act itself. 


‘““FOR SUFFICIENTLY grave reasons, a person may 
tolerate material cooperation as long as his own intention 
is correct and the assistance he provides is indirect, not 


proximate, not essential, etcetera,’’ the addendum added. 


The Sisters of Mercy suggested that because Sister 
Mansour does not. cause abortion to occur and simply 
administers funds, she is acting correctly under Catholic 
teaching in holding the position. 

Speaking at an archdiocesan pastoral council meeting 
where the issue arose over the March 5-6 weekend, 
Archbishop Szoka said he did not have a_ personal 
argument with Sister Mansour. 

‘‘There is no personal antagonism between us,’’ he 
said. ‘‘And, it is not a man-woman issue. It is not a 
question of my trying to flaunt authority. It is a question 


of my absolute duty to stand for and protect and defend .

at many parochial schools; where some parishes have 
begun to computerize their bookkeeping and records and 
where all parishes are being strongly encouraged to do so; 
and at the Diocesan Office itself. 


WHERE WILL it all end? Diocesan officials, looking 
at a financial system entirely converted from manual 
bookkeeping to electronic data processing, would like to 
see the day when all parish data management systems will 
interface by telephone line with the main computer frame 
in the chancery on the University of San Diego campus. 


Given the nature of a world in which microchips are as 
common as chocolate chips, this is not only inevitable, 
they say, but actually to the Church’s advantage. Because 
the savings in time and money will be coupled with a 
better utilization of human and other resources, they add, 
the Church will better meet the numerous demands 
placed upon it by an increasingly complex society. 


In his best-selling book Megatrends, social forecaster ~ 


John Naisbitt identifies 10 ‘‘primary’’ trends which will 
characterize America in the 1980s and beyond; the very 
first is that our industrial society is fast becoming an 
‘‘information’”’ society. This is a far cry from the Greco- 
Roman world in which the Gospel was first preached and 
from which the Church took her roots. 


GIVEN THE complexities of American society today, 
computerization at the diocesan.level first of all ‘‘assists in 
stabilizing the cost of doing church business while 
increasing the economy and effectiveness of our finance 
and accounting system,’’ Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, the 
chancellor, wrote to all pastors at the beginning of the 
year. 


Msgr. Eagen encouraged the pastors ‘‘to move in the 
direction of computerizing your bookkeeping and 
accounting’’ and recommended that computer equipment 
(hardware) and programming (software) ‘‘should be 
compatible with existing systems...in the Diocesan 


Office.” 


If all this sounds like the introduction of an impersonal 
element into the way the Church operates, Msgr. Eagen 


says the utilization of computers — ‘‘just another office 
tool’? — will make better use of resources, especially 
people: 


“INSTEAD OF dehumanizing or depersonalizing’’ 
Church operations, he said, the move to computers is not 
only “‘inevitable’’ but will give diocesan officials and 
pastors more of the information they need and faster than 
before. 

“‘Computers will free priests for their pastoral duties,”’ 
said Msgr. Eagen, who has a terminal at his own desk. 
“Tt was a strange feeling at first to have a terminal in the 
office...(but) it makes better use of (everyone’s) time. 
(Diocesan staff) enter the information and all I have to do 
is retrieve it...as a priest, I find it frees me to do other 
things.’’ 

The recommendation that parishes computerize their 
bookkeeping, records and census data is not a mandate, 
said Msgr. Eagen. ‘‘Just the opposite...but if they want 
to, we want them to do so with a compatible system.”’ 


INTERFACING PARISH systems with the diocesan 
central processing unit would not create, in effect, an 
automatic diocesan policing of parish records, said Msgr. 
Eagen. 

“All systems have security built in. It would be easier 
to look at the parish records — the checking account and 
ledger — than it would be for someone unskilled to enter 
the computer.’’ The use of special code words, he added, 
can restrict unauthorized entrance into the system.

‘Just another office tool’

About one-half of the dioceses in the United States are 

already computerized, said Msgr. Eagen, with the huge 
Archdiocese of New York one of the first and biggest 
users. San Diego, a smaller diocese, has shared its 
expertise with several dioceses of similar size. 


THERE ALREADY exists a National Catholic 
Consortium for Information Management, Inc., 
headquartered in Illinois; Most. Rev. Victor H. Balke, 
bishop of Crookston, Minn., serves as the episcopal 
liaison with the U.S. bishops. 

Affiliated with the U.S. Catholic Conference, NCCIM 
is a non-profit corporation developing software for IBM 
equipment to be used at the parish level for census, 
collections and envelope distribution. Inflation alone, it 
says, necessitates the need for ‘‘having reliable and ready 
access to information,’’ especially for fundraising drives. 

Computers can take on a ‘‘theological’’ dimension 
when used to reach out to parishioners and to increase the 
efficiency of diocesan agencies and programs, says 
Vincentian Father Michael Boyle of Phoenix, Ariz. He 
has been traveling around the country counseling Church 
groups on the purchase of computer equipment and 
programs. 


PREDICTING THAT U.S. Church operations will 
be completely computerized within the next decade, 
Father Boyle said the Church must offer parishes the 
guidance they need now to purchase the hardware and 
software that meet their needs and which will enable them 
to interface with each other. 


With the help of computers, he added, parishes are 
better able to send letters to specific groups, keep track of 
children’s ages for sacrament preparation notices and 
invitations to attend parochial school; parishes may also 
improve their recording and updating of sacramental 
documents and statistical information on parishioners, 
and identify information helpful to the parish’s spiritual 
growth. 


Here in San Diego, the diocese has fully automated its 
bookkeeping and payroll operations, and also does the 
billing for the Schools and Stewardship Offices; in

addition, both Southern Cross and the Missions Office are 
tied in with the main computer for billing and list 
maintenance. 


WITH WELL over 20 terminals and three printers on 
line, the diocesan IBM System 34 is now running at 
between 50 and 70 percent of its 128 million-byte memory 
capacity (each ‘“‘byte’’ consists of eight ‘“‘bits’’ of 
information), said Richard J. Castro, diocesan finance 
officer. ; 


‘*Financially we are pretty solvent as a diocese, but we 
don’t have infinite resources. The computer allows us to 
make the best use of what we have.’’ As for parishes both 
computerizing and interfacing with the diocese, Castro 
says ‘‘it’s in our self-interest’’ to do so. 


There are pastors who have reservations about linking 
their parish computers with the diocesan central 
processing unit, acknowledged Aleta Woodworth, 
diocesan accounting manager. ‘‘I’m trying to allay the 
suspicions that pastors have about this.’’ 


‘““THEM VS. US”? is an “‘unfortunate way of looking 
at the matter,’’ said Castro. ‘‘It’s in the interest of the 
individual parish to collaborate with the diocese because 
the sum of the whole is greater than the individual parts. 
We can help each other.’’ 


“The system can contribute to the autonomy of the 
local parish. It’s just a tool to facilitate our work. We can 
establish points of responsibility by mutual agreement as 
to who can access the system,”’ he said. 


To date, three parishes have already computerized 
using compatible IBM equipment, said Ms. Woodworth. 
They are Mary, Star of the Sea, La Jolla; St. Rose of 
Lima, Chula Vista; and Sacred Heart, Coronado. Two 
more parishes — Our Lady of Grace in El Cajon and St. 
Francis in Vista — have IBM equipment on order. The 
diocesan staff has written programming for parish use on 
IBM equipment, she noted. — 


IN ADDITION, said Ms. Woodworth, two other 
parishes — St. Charles Borromeo in Loma Portal and El 
Cajon’s St. Kieran — have smaller micro-processors; 
Father James Mason, while at St. Kieran, wrote the 
program for that parish’s Apple computer. 


Although all parishes with computers and all computers 
interfacing with the diocesan computer is the ‘‘ideal,’’ 
none of the parish systems is presently connected with the 
central processing unit in the chancery, she said. 


“Computer systems save you from having to hire more 
people and make more efficient use of the people you do 
have,’’ said Ms. Woodworth. ‘‘They tend to bring people 
together. 


WHILE HE ‘‘understands’’ the ‘‘sense of 
apprehension’’ that those unfamiliar with computers may 
have towards the machines, the advantages far outweigh 
any possible objections, says Castro. 


‘‘We are one Church. We share a lot of things. We are 
mutually interdependent. We can do tremendous things 
together,’’ he said. With the need for more parishes, with 
many bigger parishes, and with fewer priests, computers 
will free pastors from the ‘‘frustrations’’ of bookkeeping 
and accounting, and give them ‘‘more freedom to be 
pastors’’ — to ‘‘reach people in a more personal way...to 
do more of the Church’s work.”’ 


That “‘freedom’’ from routine tasks is illustrated by 
Just one future possibility: the entire system of diocesan 
and parish computers silently talking to each other by 

“polling:’’ an automatic telephone system would query 
each one in turn during the evening hours, thus freeing 
the main computer’s memory for other programs during 
normal daytime business hours. This would increase the: 
overall capacity and efficiency of the system, itself a cost- 
effective tool in a time of steadily rising costs.

‘Bishop Daly wrote that ‘violence of 
any type is injurious to the one 
committing the violence as well as to the 
victim,’ ’’ said Father Duncanson. 
‘Bishop Maher ‘encouraged them (the 
Hibernians) to be guided in their actions 
and thinking by this very profound 
presentation based on the Holy Father’s 
New Year’s message of peace through 
dialogue,’ ’’ he added. 


‘Bishop Maher’s stance is the correct 
one,’ Most Rev. Thomas J. Drury, 
bishop of Corpus Christi, Tex., told 
Southern Cross. Bishop Drury, himself 
born in Ireland, is national chaplain of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. 


‘*THE AOH- HAS as one of its goals 
the unification of Ireland, but (not by) 
violence,’ said Bishop Drury. ‘‘Of 
course some of our people feel what is 
being done (in the North) is what (the 
Colonists) did in 1776 to get the British 
out (of America).”’ 


The spokesman for Irish Catholicism, 
as far as Bishop Drury is concerned, must 
be Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich, archbishop 
of Armagh and primate of all-Ireland. 
The cardinal has condemned both 
Catholic and Protestant terrorism. in 
Northern Ireland, said Bishop Drury, but 
that latter point ‘‘is very seldom 
mentioned by anyone.”’ 

Although there is considerable support 
(40 percent) for NORAID among the 
80,000-member ranks of the AOH 
nationally, said James Shannon, one of 
six AOH national directors, that doesn’t 
mean support for the IRA Provos or their 
terrorist acts. 


‘““WE ALL suffer a setback on those 
occasions,’’ said Shannon, a parishioner 
at St. John Church in Encinitas. ‘‘There 
is a 100 percent sentiment among our 
members for the unification of Ireland, 
but I am tired of people saying we are for 
violence.”’ 


Shannon, chairman of the AOH’s 
Constitutional Progress and Ritual 
Committee, said that local division 


chaplains are appointed by its president; 
the chaplain then ‘‘has to get permission 
from his ordinary.’’ But nowhere in the 
AOH constitution, he noted, is there a 
definition of what constitutes a 
““practicing Catholic’’ or a provision that 
the Church sets official policy for the 
organization. 

These last two items are the main items 
cited by the Hibernians looking to form a 


second division here. Said one, a 
parishioner at St. Patrick Church 
(‘‘Where else?’’) in North Park: 


‘I AM A practicing Catholic — and I 


emphasize ‘practicing!’ I resent very [ 


much that we’ve been accused of being 
anti-Catholic and anti-Church...our 
money goes directly to the children of 
Northern Ireland. The IRA has nothing 
to do with it. I’m not in favor of killing; 
that’s why we want England out.’’ 


“‘We have in excess of $500 to start 
another division here,’’ said another. 
“Our 45 or 50 people would be an 
increase of 100 percent. Our petition (for 
a new division) was filed last year, but it’s 
being stalled for one reason or another.”’ 


The split among diocesan _Irish- 
Americans is a real one, acknowledged 
Msgr. O’Neill, who has been at the center 
of the controversy for more than a year. 
He likened it to a ‘‘house divided against 
itself.’’ 


“ONE REASON our division does not 
support NORAID is that it is proscribed 
by both the governments of the United 
States and the Republic of Ireland...the 
Republic is a_ legitimately elected 
government. I don’t see how any group 
that opposes that government could call 
itself Irish.”’ 


‘Another division doesn’t make any 
sense here when our own division hasn’t 
reached 100 members yet. Why do they 
want one? They obviously have a 
different ideology. It’s an important thing 
to keep the politics out; all Hibernians 
have one goal, a united and free Ireland. 
But one group feels that violence is not 
the solution, and obviously there are 
those who feel it is,’’ said Msgr. O’ Neill. 


This intrusion of politics into the local 
scene was illustrated during last year’s St. 
Patrick’s Day parade by ‘“‘the clenched 
fist, the flag-draped coffin,’’ which did 
more harm than good,- said Msgr. 
O'Neill. ‘‘Why not something we can all 
agree on, like ‘England out of Ireland?’ ”’ 
he asked. 


FOR THE moment, at least, the split 


in Hibernian ranks seems likely to 
continue. Whether a new division — if 
there is to be one — would heal the 


wounds or only deepen them is anybody’s 
guess. 

But the role of the Church has been 
tacitly acknowledged by those looking to 
form the new division, said Msgr. 
O’Neill. “‘If it’s not a’ Church 
organization, why are they writing letters 
to the bishop?”’
